Any  cvcn-nuntbrrcfl  section  of  Dominion  I-ands  in  Maui 
t'>l>a  or  the  North-Wfst  Territories,  excepting  h  anl  M. 
uhich  has  not  hern  lioniesicaded,  reserved  to  provide  wood 
Ids  ff  r  setlKrs.  or  for  other  purposes,  may  he  honu-strail.d 
upon  hy  any  person  who  is  tlic  sole  head  of  a  fanrlv  ..r 
iny  male  over  IH  yc.irs  c'  age.  to  the  extent  of  one  (iiiartcr 
Mitiiin  of  ifto  acres,  more  or  less. 

Entry. 

Hntry  may  he  made  personally  at  the  local  land  otticr 
(■ir  the  di-trict  in  which  the  land  to  hr  taken  is  ?.iiualc.  m 
if  the  homesteader  desires  lie  may,  on  application  to  ihi 
.Minister  of  the  Interior,  Ottawa,  the  CoinmisMoiur  ot 
ImmiRration.  WimiipcK,  or  the  Local  Agent  for  the  di. 
trut  in  which  the  land  is  situate  receive  authority  for  -onu 
one  to  make  entry  for  him.  A  fee  of  $10  is  charged  for 
homestead  entry. 

Homestead  Duties. 

Under  t!ie  present  law  homestead  duties  must  be  per- 
formed in  one  of  the   following  ways,  namely : — 

(1)  By  at  least  six  months'  residence  upon  and  culti- 
vation of  the  land  in  each  year  during  the  tenn  of  three  years. 

(2)  If  the  father  (or  the  mother,  if  the  father  is  de- 
ceased) of  any  person  who  is  eligible  to  make  a  home^tcad 
entry  resides  upon  a  farm  in  the  vicinity  of  the  land  en- 
tered for  by  such  person  as  a  homestead,  the  requirements 
of  the  law  as  to  residence  prior  to  obtaining  patent  inav 
lie  satisfied  by  such  person  residing  with  the  father  or 
mot  lief. 

CI)  If  a  settler  has  obtained  a  patent  for  his  first  home- 
stead, or  a  certificate  for  the  issnc  of  such  patent  counter- 
signed n\  the  manner  pres.ribed  by  the  Dominioi.  i.ands 
Act.  and  has  obtained  entry  for  a  second  homestead,  the 
nirements  of  this  Act  as  to  residence  prior  to  obtaining 
,  .tent  may  be  satisfied  by  residence  upon  the  first  home- 
stead. 

(4)  If  the  settler  has  his  permanent  residence  upon 
tarmii.g  land  owned  by  him  in  the  vicinity  of  his  home- 
stead, itio  requirements  of  the  law  as  to  residence  may  be 
satisfied   by    residence   upon   the   said   land.
